The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claim in this 
application has been allowed because the prior art does not disclose an aquarium system having, 
inter alia, a conditioning tank with plumbing connected to its bottom, the plumbing including a 
vertical section containing a check valve, a horizontal segment oriented towards the back of an 
aquarium, and a horizontal segment ball valve, the plumbing further extending downwardly to 
and entering into a fish tank and terminating in a spout; a splash guard located below the spout; 
combined overflow and waste lines for the conditioning and fish tanks, the overflow and waste 
lines including a common vent and bulkheads; and a tee connector located behind a second ball 
valve.
